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Proposition 13 will cause 
changes on SAC campus

As the students at SAC go about their daily 
business, an issue which could have a major 
effect on the way this school may soon be run, is 
being debated. 

The issue is the Jarvis proposition and the major 
changes it could force upon the college, should it 
be approved in June. Even now the long range 
effects are not completely known. 

Lately, much has been written concerning the 
Jarvis initiative and for the most part much of 
what has been written has not been favorable to 
Jarvis and his supporters. 

The major issues, which concerned citizen have 
heard time and time again, are that if passed the 
Jarvis initiative will cut $7-8 billion from the state 
budget. This in turn will effect local community 
governments which in turn will effect the local 
residents. 

In what has been termed ‘scare tactics’ by the 
pro Jarvis people, politicians and local authorities 
have predicted that the state sales and/or 
individual income tax will have to be raised should 
the initiative be approved by the voters. 

The students at SAC, although effected, have 
not as yet been personally touched by the 
ramifications of the proposed amendment. 

However, students should be made aware of 
just what the Jarvis initiative will mean to their 
school, and perhaps life style, should it become a 
reality in June. 

With that purpose in mind, some instructors and 
administrators on the SAC campus were 
contacted and asked their views on what the 
Jarvis initiative will do for, or to, students, faculty, 
and SAC in general. 

“At the community college level the Jarvis 
amendment will cut local tax income of the 
schools in:the district,” said Ernest Norton, vice 
president_of Fiscal Affairs. 

“If a school is financially supported by tax 
income it could have a drastic effect on that 
income.” 

Norton went on to say that ‘‘at,SAC it would 
mean $8.5 million less in income and in order to 


make up that loss we would just have to cut back to 
the bare bone. This means there would bé no new 
second campus built and also probably no new 
student center.” 

Lawrence Gundrum, director of insurance at 
SAC, felt the Jarvis amendment could directly 
effect his salary or the operations of his 
department. 

“Also, in the long run the Jarvis amendment 
might ultimately destroy a lot of local authority that 
we pay taxes to,”’ he said 

“When the state takes over the care of 
organizations such as police, fire and schools, 
they also assume more control over the way they 
are run.’”Gundrum said, “| don’t particularly favor 
seeing a state-controled police, fire or school 
system which could very likely happen.” 

Gundrum in closing said of the Behr bill, “'l 
would have to make the decision of what would 
hurt me the least, and | would say that it would 
hurt me the least to live with the Behr bill rather 
than the Jarvis amendment.” 

Economics instructor Dan WHohneker said, 
“There is no doubt that when you cut back on the 
base of taxing for a public institution it is going to 
cut back on income, and also on spending.” 

He felt that ‘“some courses would be eliminated 
which provided for the least amount of students. “| 
also think that for the first year no faculty or 
administrators will be laid-off, however, the 
following year is when the major cutbacks will 
eccur:< 

These administrators and instructors all felt 
about the same concerning the Jarvis proposition. 
However, because of the recent approval by the 
state legislature of another property tax bill, the 
Behr bill, the certainty of the Jarvis proposition 
being approved is more doubtful. 

The Behr bill will cut property taxes in California 
by about 30 percent and will cause no major 
disruptions of public services. -- 

Many politicians, and Governor Brown 
included, hope that now that the voters have an 
alternative to the Jarvis amendment they will vote 
no on proposition 13.

This is so now for SAC students because the Academic Affairs 
committee, in an attempt to better student-teacher relations and 
curb the high rate of student withdrawals which 1s about 30 to 40 
per cent, has supplied the faculty with the mailing addresses and 
phone numbers of their students. 

One of the admirable reasons is ‘to help thpse students who 
stop attending classes without notifying the instructors, “ says 
Lee Layport, the dean of Social Sciences. 

Well that’s great! Now students who don’t bother with formally 
withdrawing from school can now formally not answer his/her 
mail when they receive that pleasantly worded postcard with Don 
Coyote’s face on it 


Let's face it, some enroll just to get student identification to get 
discounts on car insurance premiums, traveling and “free” 
money from the government. Many students enroll just to keep 
their parents happy and live at home free of cost for being a 
scholar. 

And at a time where the Jarvis proposition has the RSCCD 
concerned financially, they should be thinking of ways to cut 
back, not spend. Although according to Dr. Harold Bateman, dean 
of admissions records and research, “the printout of the stickers 
(46,000) came to approximately $150,” it could probably be better 
spent in another more important direction.

Student Jeff Carns voiced his 
thoughts by saying ‘I think they 
should have my phone number 
because | think teaching should 
be more on an informal basis 
instead of some god up there...” 

By far the most outspoken 
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individual surveyed was second cgi 
semester SAC schoolboy Brian 
McNamee. 

McNamee asserted that ‘they 
definitely should not have 
students’ numbers. It’s an 
invasion of privacy and is not 
safe for female students with 
male instructors. Ri 

“In a public institution the 
teachers have no right to 
interfere with the private affairs 
of the students. It’s a 
communistic power. That's 
where | Stand!” 

Rusty Richardson is opposed 
to the practice of the students’ 
phone numbers being available 
to the instructors. He points out 
that it isn't really fair since ‘alot 
of them wouldn't give you their 
phone number. | doubt if they'd 
ever use them, but it’s just the 
fact that they have them that 
bugs me.”

Tutankhamen refinement 
spurs many Americans 


Who would have thought that 
back in 1922 when 
Carnavon and Howard Carter 
discovered King Tut's tomb that 
1978 would be the year for Tut 
to rise again. 

Tut-mania is as big as 
Beatlemania this year with 
people wearing Tut tee-shirts, 
Tut jewelry, Tut jeans, Tut 
hairstyles, Tut tattoos and 
almost anything else Tut might 
have worn. But how did this 
craze come about? 

Tutankhamen’s exact birth- 
date is unknown, but said to be 
somewhere around 1400 B.C. 
His father, also unknown, was 
believed to be Amenhetep III, 
governor of Thebes. His mother 
was Merti-Ra, a concubine to 
his father. 

He lived his life as any normal 
child until the age of nine when 
he was thrown into. marriage 
with the princess Ankhsenpaaten, 
third daughter of Amenhetep IV. 
By marriage into a royal family, 
he became king. 

He reigned Egypt for nine 
years till his death. During this 
time he built many temples and 
shrines and was an_e avid 
member of the ‘Cult of Amen.”’ 
Upon his death, he was buried in 
his gracious tomb along with his 
treasure, which remained 
almost intact until 1922. 

When Lord Carnavon and 
Carter discovered the treasure, 
they were highly publicized. It 
took six years to completely

clear the tomb and restore the 
relics after which it was taken to 
the Cairo Museum and put on 
display. 

During the time of the 
excavation, a SO-called ‘haunted 
curse’’ hung over anyone who 
entered and disturbed the relics. 
The fatal illness and eventual 
death of Lord Carnavon 
confirmed the curse to millions 
of people. Other deaths within 
the excavating party, the lights 
going out in Cairo and Lord 
Carnavon’s dog dying at the 
exact Same time as his master 
established the ‘Pharaoh's 
curse.” 

Just recently a few of the 
famous pieces of the treasure 
have been touring the country. 
The opening of the exhibit in Los 
Angeles County Museum of Art 
has brought Tut-mania closer to 
home 

Some of the treasures shown 
in the exhibit are the child-kings 
stool, the head of a sacred cow, a 
solid gold drinking cup, an 
alibaster boat statue and a life- 
size statue of Tut done in wood 
and black resin. 

Other golden objects of the 
treasure include a sarcophagus 
inlaid with jewels and colored 
glass and the ecclesiastical 
thrown used during reiigious 
ceremonies. 

But perhaps the most famous 


object in the exhibit is the 
funeral mask, made from 22 
carat hand beaten gold and

To compete successfully in the Olympic event known 
as the ‘decathlon,’ an athlete must perform in 10 
specific events with equal ability. If able, he could be 
labeled ‘‘the world’s greatest athlete,” as have past 
Olympic champs such as Bob Richards and the 
‘Wheaties’ man of today Bruce Jenner.
